The Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee meeting Tuesday night,， Feb. 8， 
Tevealed the real fear and lack of 
understanding of the desegrega- 
tion order on the Part of certain 
elements in Chinatown. At the 
same time，the meeting reflected 
an insensitivity and the absence of 
tolerance toward the parents” 
Plight by persons favoring integra- 
tion. 

Throughout the Imeeting the 
Chinese Parents，at times being 
formally recognized and at times 
speaking'out of order，questioned 
the soundness of busing specifi- 
cally and desegregation generally. 

There were questions concerning 
thbe fate of those children refusing 
to attend an assigned integrated 
school on the other side of the 
city and inquiries whether parents 
can be taken to court for keeping 
their children out of school. 

The Chinese Parents asked about 
the possibility of using open en- 
rollment to achieve desegregation， 
about the necessity of the CO?s 
even discussing desegregation 
Plans，and the necessity of de- 
segregating junior high schools 
when the school district is short 
of the funds needed to bring 
schools up to' earthquake safety 
Tegulations. Such gueries show 3 
lack of awareness of Judge Wei- 
gels court order to desegregate 
elementary schools，of the neces- 
sity to set up junior high schools 
for recently desegregated sixth 
graders to attend this fall, and the 
role of the Board of 了 ducation as 
simply being the implementer of 
the busing order. 

But，at the same time, the pro- 
desegregation black and white par- 
ents present often exhibited a cal- 
lous lack of sympathy to such 
fears and ignorance. Unfeeling 
comments Such as “Why don't 
they learn English?”were voiced 
by both black and white Parents. 

When the proposals were inter- 
preted to the Chinese，or when 
they themselves would speak， the 
black parents would frequently 
ridicule the inflection of their Chi- 
nese acCent.

Canton bank 
under new 
management 


The Bank of Canton is under 
new management, A finaiicial 
group led by Taiwan-Hongkong 
Trade Inc，、and China Develop- 
ment Corp. has bought controlling 
interest from the Sung family. 
After the death of the brothers 
T. A. Sung and I. V. Sung，one- 
time premier of the Nationalist 
government, the Sung Ianuy sold 
the Hong ong braiches of the 
Bank of Canton to Security Paciflic 
National Bank last year. TIhe 
Sungs were brothers of Madame 
Chiang of Taiwan and Madame 
Sun Yat-sen of Peking， 

The new owners accepted the 
resignation of Clarence Poon and 
appointed C. 1L.， Chow as Presi- 
dent. Chow was the alternate 
executive director of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and the 
World Bank from 1965 to 1970， 

The bank will operate under the 
name of the Bank of Canton of 
Cajlifornia.

A number of incorrect statements and rumors have 
been circulating throughout the city concerning plans for 
desegregating the junior high Schools，Director of Desegre- 
gation and Integregation for San Francisco public schools 
Donald Johnson reported. 

To correct misunderstandings, Johnson has issued the 
following information to clarify the Situation . 

1. The Citizens Advisory Comimittee meeting held on 
February 1 was not for the purpose of making decisions 
on junior hligh School desegregation. 

2. The committee did not meet to adopt a specific plan 
oOI discuss the closing of two junior high schools, narmejly 
Francisco and Marina junior high schools. 

3. There has not been, nor' are there any plans being 


made which would result in the closing of Marina or Era 二 


cisco junior high schools. 

Such false statements have been circulating and have 
been reported by some of the news media. Among them 
is The Chinese Times. (Sese translations on page 5 ). 

The Chinese Times ,the largest Chinese newspaper in 
America, ls a most influential force in the Chinese com- 
munity. On last February 1l its editorial mobilized a force 
of over 100 parents to storm a _ Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee meetingat the Board of Education to smash a scheme 
to _ bypass the Chinese community.” 

However, the demonstrators uncovered no plot to be 
thwarted. The demonstration was a bust， 

lt ls the right of any newspaper, the Times included， 
to preach and Shout its causes in its editorials. But the 
news column should be factual，unbiased,，undistorted. 
The Chinese Times frequently mixes facts with fancy and 
editorializes the newSs. The former is a cardinal sin in jour- 
nalism, the latter is ranKk amateurism. 

It is not with malice that we write critically of The 
Chinese Times，but with a hope that it will perform at 
a standard that is expected of the largest Chinese news- 
paper in America.

A soon-to-be-released report by 
the S.FE. Department of City Plan- 


ning documents the fact that 


Chinatown housing remains far 
more crowded than the city as 3a 
whole. The report，compiled by 
city Planner and Chinatown spe- 
cialist Jim Paul and based upon 
the 1960 and 1970 censuses， 
breaks Chinatown down into a 
core area (90 per cent Chinese), a 
residential area (75 per cent Chi- 
nese)，and an expanded area (60 
pez cent Chinese). It then com- 
pares Present housing conditions 
in each of these sectors to those 
of the city as a whole and to those 
of 1960. Generally, housing is less 
crowded in Chkinatown than ten 
years ago0， 

While 46 per cent of the hous- 
ing in the core area at Present con- 
tains only one room Per unit，50 
per cent of the same did so in 
1960. Individual units have been 
enlarged in the Past ten years, but 
only 11 per cent of the housing 
city-wide contains one roorn PerT 
unit. While only 5 per cent of the 
housing in the Chinatown core

The problem of overcrowding in 
Chinatown js emphasized by the 
fact that the _ average number of 
persons Per room is one in 74.0 
per cent of the core, 81.2 Per cent 
of the residential，and 86.6 Per 
cent of the expanded areas，wWhile 
93.0 per cent of the city has one 
person per room.Conversely, while 
18.0 per cent of the core, 11.3 Per 
cent of the residential, and 7.4 Per 
cent of the expanded areas have 
1.51 or more persons Per roOom， 
only 2.7 per cent of the city con- 
tains that many. Moreover，whbile 
4.1 per cent of the core area 18 
composed of owner-occupied 
housing and 88.4 Per ceTit consists 
of renter-occupied housing，the 
same statistics for the city are 
31.0 per cent and 64.0 Per cent 
respectively. The gross rent figures 
show that generally rents are 
lower in the core and its surround- 
ing areas than in the city as 3 
whole. The imnage of a community 
comprising Predominantly low- 
rent，renter-occupied，small-unit， 
crowded dwejlings emerges. 

However，statistics _ are seldom 
expressive enough to evyoke the 
feeling of despair that day-by-day 
living in ill-ventilated，darK， 
cramped，and unsanitary quarters 
ejlicits. 

Who or what is to blame for 
such miserable conditions? The 
city is only partially to blame, A 
comprehensive building code en- 
forcement and condemmnation Pro- 
gram was initiated just 全 Ve years 
ago. Up until then，any city- 
enforced housing improvements 
were done on the basis of com- 
Plaint. City Planner Paul believes 
that the city”s reluctance to insti- 
tute such .a program Was because 
the agencies involved did not 
know where they would put the 
persons displaced by condemna- 
tion and code enforcement. What- 
ever the reason,， in 1967 the fed- 
eral government ordered San Eran- 
cisco to establish a systematic 
code enforcement Program and 
the _ present point System is the 
result. 

But，apart from the city s slug- 
gishness in establishing such a Pro- 
gram city-wide，Chinatown s POor 
housing was not improved due to 
the Chinese comrunity”s particu- 
lar distaste for outside assistance， 
This hands-off attitude cu the Part 
of the Chinese came 人 from 六 条 adi- 
tional distrust of “outsiders 夫 In 
turn, this suspicion was related to 
a long history of anti-Chinese dis- 
crimination。，The net cffect was 
for the Chinese community to re- 
sist outside efforts at housing im- 
proveIments or any assistance gen- 
erally. 

At the same time，the Chinese 
community has never developed a 
great degree of Political clout. 
This lack of political efficacy is 
due to a _ combination of factors. 
As city planner Paul puts it: 

“Unlike the black commtunity， 
the Chinese have not demanded 
their share of the Pie.

Voiced their dissent，just as it is 
in San Francisco _ today. At that 
timne it happened that the San 
Francisco Board of 卫 ducation was 
looking for a superintendent of 
education.Iherefore,in July 1970 
Shaheen was selected and hired 
frorm among 71 applicants. 

Since he assumed his position， 
he has obstinately held to his 
prejudiced views favoring a liberal 
policy and has advocated allowing 
studenits to act as they wish，giv- 
ing them as Inuch free time as 
possible. Discipline in the schools 
was shaken. Scholastic standards 
fell sharply. There were Immany 
complaints all over the city. 

Thbe city grand jury in its year- 
end report pointed out the failure 
in the city education system. If 
students conform to regulations 
and attend classes, a given number 


of years afterward they are given ” 


their diplomas. No questions are 
asked whether they have achieved 
a given standard. Students stay 
away from school at will and are 
not disciplined for it. Out of 
18,700 high school students, there 
are an avVerage of 2,900 absentees 
each day，Dnuring school hours， 
students are often seen idqly loiter- 
ing in the vicinity of the schools， 
or sitting by the wayside smoking 
and gossiping. 

The city's _ elementary schools 
once participated in a state read- 
ing contest and the Score Was 
lower than that of schools outside 
the icity.,After school hours， 
schools were vandalized by stu- 
dents on mnumerous Ooccasions. 
They broke windows, blasted

equipment on the school grounds， 
set fire to the buildings and stole 
books and _ equipment， In five 
years losses had totaled not less 
than 422 million，besides insur- 
ance payments amounting to $18 
million。 ITke school authorities 
usually avoid calling in the police 
and never thoroughly investigate 
and apprehend the desperadoes. 
This state of confusion can surely 
be seen.by all who have eyes. 

But Shaheen put his hands in 
his sleeves and did nothing. If he 
is not replaced, and we wait until 
he completes his term，then the 
future of education in this city 
Imerits anXiety- 

Jn March after he assumed his 
Position, the Board of 了 ducation 
sparked a great controversy, When 
Shaheen proposed that 50 white 
Principals were to be demoted， 
but not blacks，This not only 
roused the principals to righteous 
indignation but also led to the 
controversy oOVer the hiring of 
minorities，which caused the two 
teachers”organizations to go out 
on strike in. protest. It is needless 
to say that .this unnecessarily 
wasted the time the students 
[should have. used] for studying. 
But the Position of leadership of 
the superintEndent-was also lost 
from then on. 

In June' of.the same year，Eed- 
eral Judge Weigel ordered busing 
of students to start in September. 
Shaheen now felt he had some- 
thing to rely on without fear and 
took great steps forward [in bus- 
ing the children]. Each year this 
needlessly spent $10 million of 
the taxpayers” money. Complaints 
and grumblings were dominant 
all over the city. The Parents arose 
in boycott，the President and the 
mayor advised against large-scale 
busing，but the Board of 卫 duca- 
tion acted as ithey heard no- 


-thing. 


Now，Shaheen also intended in 


_ September to _ carry out racial in- 


tegration in the high schools. First 
it is to be carried out in three 
grades iD the junior high schools. 
A_ citizens” advisory committee 
under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Education is now discussing the 
plan for integrating the high 
schools [sic]. We still have to 
cleanse ouUr eyes and detect what 
kind .of herbs they are selling in 
their gourds [ie.，what they have 
UP ”thbeir ， sleeves].

This is 
neglecting the principal and pursu- 
ing the secondary and for sure will 
be utterly rejected [by the peo- 
ple]. If Shaheen and his supporters 
do not suddenly come to their 
senses，accept blame and resign， 
then the future of education in 
this city indeed faces great danger.

Yesterday at 1 p.m. city Superin- 
tendent of 了 ducation Shaheen 
voluntarily came to Chinatown to 
meet collectively with the parents 
of Chinese students，intending to 
display his policy of using kind 
treatment to enable [his plan for] 
busing and integration to proceed 
smoothly in Chinatown. 

Seats at the meetingplace，the 
gymnasium at the YWCA on Clay 
Street，were _ already completely- 
filled with Chinese parents before 
1 p.m. Al those without seats 
stood_ around the edges of the 
room. Camera cTews from 工 V sta- 
tions in the entire city and re- 
porters from all the newspapers 
were Present to cover the event. 

Most of the parents held anti- 
busing placards，saying in large 
letters“Shaheen,， getout of China- 
town.” The ， atmosphere was as 
tense as wind blowing through a 
building presaging the approach of 
gale and rain . 

THE CROWD DEMANDED 
THAT SHAHEEN SPEAK 
IMMEDIATELY 

Tirst the ombudsman and com- 
imunity liaison person of the 了 du- 
cation Department，Albert Cheng， 


'announced in Chinese the Purpose 


for Supt. Shaheen's visit to China- 
town and said that before launch- 
ing into the subject，they first 
wished to show“Children of the 
Goldena Mountain” whbich had 
been prepared by the Board of 
Education. He had just finished 
his words, when the masses all said 
that there is no need to show the 
film_ because many Parents had to 
find time to come and cannot wait 
long; they want the talk to begin 
imrmediately. 

One person asked Shaheen 
he had refused twice to meet with 
the Chinese parents. The atmos- 
phere at that time became tense. 
Immeqdiately afterward there was 
loud shouting and tumult. Sha- 
heen, who sat in the first row, and 
his aides then_ immediately jleft 
the hall by a side door. The crowd 
became even more furious and 
followed closely after him and 
shouted loudly:“Bus Shaheen.” 

Shaheen, who had left by a side 
door,， then turnaed into Joice 
Street. This- street led to the parF- 
ing lot opposite Cameron House. 
Chun Yee Tsang and certain peo- 
ple 人 from the crowd intended to 
Prevent his departure and invite 
him to return to speak. But Sha- 
heen had already entered the car， 
which was driven by another per- 
son。 When the car backed upP t 
hit Mr， Chun Yee Tsang. ortu- 
nately bystanders pulled Mr.Isang 
aside。 MIT. Tsang still wanted to 
persuade Shaheen to come back; 
therefore he climbed on top of the 
rear trunk of Shaheen's car. Sud- 
denly the car picked up speed and 
left，and Mr. Tsang fell to the 
ground. Shaheen's car clearly 
knew that an accident had hap- 
pened,， yet it did not stop to in- 
vestigate but under everybody s 
staring eyes quickly fled from the 
scene. 


THE POLICE HAD NOT PUR- 
SUED THE RUNAWAY CAR 


The injured one lay Prostrated 
on the street. The police arrived 
and called an ambulance to take 
Tsang for emergency freatment， 
but we have not heard of any 
action being taken since to seek 
the escaped car. All thpe 工 V sta- 
tions and newspaper ITeporters 
flocked to the spot to cover the 
event，and the crowd felt even 
more furious， 

MR. TSANG'S INJURIES 
WERE NOT SERIOUS 


Mr. Chun Yee Tsang was taken 
to San Francisco General Hospital 
for treatment. The doctor said he 
was not injured seriously and 
ordered him to return home. 

After the event Shaheen made 
an _ announcement that this inci- 
dent is regrettable，but that he is 
not discouraged because of this 
and will make other plans to reach 
understanding with the Chinese 
Parents.

The account of the Shaheen visit 
to Chinatown as reported in the 
Chinese Times on February 8，as 
translated on this page，contains 
SeVeral inaccuracies: 

1. The Chinese parents did not 
arrive before 1 p.m. Shaheen was 
seated in the front when the 
grouped parents arrived. Many of 
the parents were Shouting as they 
entered. 

2. Shaheen never had a chance 
to speak， Many were shouting 
while Cheng was speaking. Those 
shouting the loudest were de- 
manding that Shaheen get out of 
Chinatown and showed no interest 
in discussion . 

3. In the parking lot on Joice 
Street，several of the demonstra- 
tors tried to shut the gate and pre- 
vent Shaheen's exit.

The celebration of Chinese New 
Year has had a long history ip 
China. It is an imnportant festival 
for all the people,，for it signifies 
the sweeping out of the old and 
the welcoming in of the new. Ac- 
tuajlly the word for year in Chi- 
nese，7107， originally Imeant the 
ripening of grain. In ancient China 
the peasants sacrificed to the god 
of the grains after the autumn har- 
vest, and this qay marked.the New 
Year.. But because harvest times 
occurred on different dates in Vari- 
ous localities，thbe people of each 
region would then each celebrate 
their “mew year” at a different 
dQate. 

It was not until the first em- 
peror of the Ch in dynasty unified 
China in 221 B.C. that the begin- 
Ding of the new year was fixed as 
the first day of the tenth moon. 
The succeeding Han dynasty then 
moved NewYear's Day to the first 
day of the first moon, and for the 
next 2,000years this remained the 
date for Chinese New Year. 

After the 1911 Revolution, the 
Chinese government adopted the 
Western solar calendar and sought 
to dispense with Lunar New Year， 
but the _ people were accustomed 
to celebrate their traditional New- 
Year. The government's fiats were 
ignored. After the Nationalist re- 
gime came to power in 1927 it 
again tried to do away with this 
festival but without significant 
success, 2 Whenrthe People?s Gov- 
ermmment was established in 1949， 
过 made a decision to go along 
with tradition and decreed that 
Chinese New Year be made into 
the Spring Eestival，thus once 
again giving governimental recogni- 
tion to this imnportant festival of 
the people. 

When the Chinese emigrated 
Overseas they also brought along 
their festivals，among which was 
the ，celebration -of Lunar New 
Year， Chinese were in Califormmia 
by the late 1840s and they prob- 
ably tried to _ celebrate the New 
Year as they would have in China. 

By 1851 this festival came to 
Western notice with the San Fran- 
cisco newspaper，the Alta Cali- 
fornia，reported on February 3 
that “Norman Assing，the well 
known chief of China boys, gave a 
g 负 and feast on Saturday night at 
his private house in celebration of 
the birth of the Chinese New 
Year. A _ number of the policemen 
of our city，and many ladies and 
“China boys Were < on the 
Occasion. 

And from that time to the pres- 
ent day Lunar New Year was regu- 
larly celebrated by the Chinese in 
America with appropriate feasting 
and shooting of firecrackers.

工 his writer generally intends to 
write articles that analyze rather 
tbhan moralize. However, situations 
have SoO polarized in the Ppast 
month that some moral observa- 
tions must be made. 

All sides lost in the anti-Shaheen 
confrontation-. Eirst，the ones re- 
sponsible for the violence and 
threats lost because they became 
dehumanized. Their refusal to 
apologize for their wrong acts 
shows the depth of their dehurman- 
ijzation。 Secondly, all sides lost or 
were deprived of an opportunity 


to find solutions to commonprob-， 


lems, Thirdly，George Chinmn's fail: 
ure to assume positive leadership 
in helping anti-Shaheen Chinese 
work together with Shaheen on 
common concerns was 3a setback 
for men of goodwill. No matter 
how he personally feit about Sha- 
heen，Chinn had an obligation out 
of plain courtesy to let Chinatown 
residents know that Shaheen was 
there for dialogue. Chinn had a 
key role in assuring that violence 
would not take place. He simply 
failed. IE Chinn?s lack of positive 
leadqership，to date, stems fom his 
affiliations with certain China- 
town organizations and with the 
mayor，he ought to examine his 
motives and position. Whom is he 
SerVing? Self-serving organizations 
and the mayor, or all of San Fran- 
cisco"s school childqren? Lastly，, 
Guy Wright loses out too, because 
in his eagerness to find nothing 
but fault in the school system, he 
has tainted his fine writing abili-

Ihe above table presents the re- 
sults of standard achievement tests 
of certain intellectual skills such 
as reading， writing， calculating， 
and problem-solving.

The scores are median achieve- 
Iment test scores，sO set up that 
the national sample equaled 50. 
in the original table，other ethnic 
groups were included. 再 owever， 
for local interest， only Asian- 
Americans as compared to whites 
have been included. Briefly， 
though，mno other ethnic groups 
scored as high as Asian-Americans 
and whites. 

Ihis table is from HEW?'s 1970 
“Digest of 了 ducational Statistics.?” 
Unfortunately, the table was based 
on a 1965 study with no other up- 
dated table available. 

Although they can be revealing， 
statistical tables have a habit of 
leaving -many points uncovered 
and of lulling the unwary into un- 
warranted conclusions. As wejll as 
Asian-Americans have performed 
in standardized tests，the tests 
only show how people respond on 
Paper. The .tests do not measure

how often people actuajlly use the 
skills measured. A person might be 
able to read，bnut 让 he does not 
bother to do so, he is little better 
off than an illiterate person- 

Statistics such as the above have 
lulled many into thinking that 
high scorers have no need of addi- 
tional servVices and resources. 工 hey 
do not show the person who 
knows many definitions (and 
therefore scores high on a verbal 
test) but who cannot put his def 全 i- 
nitions into a coherent sentence. 

From another side of the pic- 
ture,，supposing decision-makers at 
all levels take the statistics at face 
value. The Asian-Americans have 
performed academically weH.,Ihen 
why jls this high performance not 
reflected by their being in deci- 
sion-making Positions? Is not 
knowledge akey to advancement9 
The U.S9. Office of 了 ducation 让 t- 
self，wphich put out the statistical 
table abeve,， has, at last count, 26 
publjlic advisory comimittees with 
a_membership of-300 members-. 
Not one Asian-American mname is 
listed. 了 Evidently the“study hard” 
ethic ls a mayth. 

Naturalljy，the local San Eran- 
cisco School system is not to be 
outdone. It has no Asian-American 
administrator with a salary level 
above Principal. Now mention of 
salary is not mmade because we like 
money，but because it is a rough 
indication of how much decision- 
making power one has. With this 
yardstick, Asian-Americans are noO= 
where. Unless something drastic is 
to happen，they are destined to 
be the forgotten Americans-.

Though resale value in other 
Property may depend upon main- 
tenance，in low-income neighbor- 
hoods it is likely to depend on the 
value of the land and the net in- 
come being produced. Finally, the 
profit lies in holding on while the 
land becomes valuable, and in cur- 
rent income, not in maintenance. 
Finally，the depreciation allow- 


ance Provides an incentive to ne- 


glect maintenance，Through this 
Imechanism, a high percentage may 
be written off in early years and 
declining percentages subsequent- 
1y. Upon resale, the property may 
be depreciated all over again. The 
Point of greatest Profit is there- 
fore in the early years; after about 
six years it becomes Profitabjle to 
sell and purchase new Property. 
This leads to a succession of short- 
term owners，each raising his re- 
sale Price to make a profit，thus 
forcing the latest owner to crowd 
more and more tenants in a WOrS- 
ening building to meet his costs. 
Though this may seem to operate 
in an opposite direction from the 
capital gains tax,， the point is that 
they both return no profit for the 
cost of maintaining or imnproving 
dilapidated housing. 

Furthermore，a_ major problem 
with rehabilitating housing in 
Chinatown is the severe relocation 
Problems which inevitably result. 
An employee of Community De- 
sign Center，an independent hous- 
ing agency funded by U.C. 了 xten- 
sion, told me: 

“The trouble is that code en- 
forcement displaces tenants and 
they cannot depend upon the city 
for help. Goldberg [Superinten- 
dent of Building Inspection Gold- 
berg] ipterprets his bureau's and 
the Central Relocation Bureau's 
functions extremely conservative- 
ly. He is too tight with the guide- 
lines relocating displaced tenants. 
He?ll claim that it's not essential 
for the tenants to move. 

“If, for instance,， an OWDer wants 
to _ bring his buildqing up to code 
standards on his own without an 
order from the city, Goldberg will 
say that this is private action and 
the city has no responsibility to 
relocate the tenants. Though it's 
indirectly city action，in reajlity 
the absence of a formal Drder 
allows the city to disclaim any 
obligation for finding new housing 
for the displaced tenants.” 

Relocation in Chinatown itself， 
a highly desired goal, is especially 
difficult to achieve. The vacancy 
ratio in most American cities is 
four per cent; in San Francisco as 
a whole it is two Per cent; in 
Chinatown it is less than one Per
